Das M.B. Bib el'College der M.B. 
Gemeinden in Canada. 



“Der Herr hat Groszes an uns getan; des sind wir froehlich.” Es regte 
sich in einigen Personen der M.B. Gemeinden Canadas der Wunsch, eine hoehere 
theologische Schule zu haben, in der unsere Jugend ihre Ausbildung abrunden 
koennte. Dieser Wunsch wurde mit der Zeit der Gedanke der Konferenz. Auf 
der Noerdlichen Distriktkonferenz zu Coaldale, Alberta, im Jahre 1939 nahm 
die Konferenz diesen Gedanken auf und ordnete an, Wege zur Ausfuehrung zu 
suchen. In Herbert im Jahre 1943 fand man schon die Moeglichkeit, den kon- 
kreten Beschlusz zu fassen, in der Bibelschule zu Winkler, Manitoba, die erste 
Klasse der hoeheren Bibelschule zu eroeffnen. Die naechste Konferenz in 
Coaldale im Juli, 1944, faszte den Beschlusz, wenn moeglich, in Winnipeg ein 
separates Gebaeude fuer eine hoehere Bibelschule einzurichten and Bruder 
A. H. Unruh zu bitten, sich als Vorsteher derselben der Arbeit fuer diese Schule 
zu widmen. Eine vereinigte Sitzung der Canada Inland Mission, des Komitees 
der hoeheren Bibelschule und der Lehrer der verschiedenen Bibelschulen 
beschlosz, das Schulgebaeude auf der Ecke von Kelvin und Talbot kaeulfich zu 
erwerben und im Herbste daselbst den Unterricht zu beginnen. 

Da die Bestimmung erst im August gefaszt wurde, so konnte schon 
wenig Werbearbeit getan werden. Dazu muszte noch die Quartierfrage fuer 
Studenten geregelt werden, was auch recht viel Arbeit und Zeit in Anspruch 
nahm. Die beiden Faktore moegen dazu beigetragen haben, dasz die Stu- 
dentenzahl nur klein blieb. Dazu wurden noch manche durch die Kriegsver- 
haeltnisse verhindert, zur Schule zu kommen. 

Es arbeiteten fuenf Lehrer an der Schule: Rev. J.'Friesen, Rev. A. J. 
Voth, Mr. B. Horch, Mrs. B. Horch und Rev. A. H. Uuruh. Zeitweilig hat auch 
Rev. H. P. Toews von Arnaud in der Schule unterrichtet. 

Die Schule hatte nur einen kleinen und unscheinbaren Anfang; 
manchen war er zu klein. Aber es gait auch hier das Wort: “Zertritt es nicht; 
es ist ein Segen darin.” Der Herr gab uns in dieser Schule eine neue Moeg¬ 
lichkeit, unser Bildungswesen in den Gemeinden auszubauen. Dann diente 
diese Schule auch dazu, zu zeigen, wie weit in unsern Gemeinden der Sinn fuer 
eine weitere theologische Bildung gediehen ist. Auch hatte unsere Jugend in 
dieser Schule eine Gelegenheit, in dem heimatlichen Kreise ihre Ausbildung 
zu erhalten, was sie sonst in den englischen Kreisen suchte. 

Das Schulkomitee kam waehrend der Schulzeit zasammen, um im 
Vertrauen zum Herrn und zur Konferenz weitere Beschluesse zur Foerderung 
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des angefangenen Werkes zu fassen. Auf dieser Sitzung bat ich das Schul- 
komitee, die Leitung der Schule Rev. J. B. Toews, der auf unsern Wunsch hin 
zur Sitzung gekommen war, zu uebergeben. Die Sitzung erwog die angegebenen 
Gruende, fand dieselben fuer annehmbar und bat Rev. J. B. Toews, die weitere 
Fuehrung der Anstalt in die Hand zu nehmen, worauf er nach einem innern 
Kampf einging. 

Es gab fuer den Praesidenten der Schule und das Exekutivkomitee 
sehr viel zu tun. Mit Gottes Hilfe konnte im Herbst die Schule wieder fuer 
den Unterricht die Tuer oeffnen. 

Die wirtschaftliche Seite der Schule entfaltete sich unter der ener- 
gischen und einsichtsvollen Leitung des Bruders Corn. DeFehr in solcher Weise, 
dasz wir mehr Studenten aufnehmen, bekoestigen und unterbringen konnten,

The Altar which was embodied in the theocratic covenant 
of the Old Testament, stood there as a symbol for God’s revela¬ 
tion and as the place for the sacrifice, expressing distinctly that 
man has no access to Jehovah except as a sinner atoned for by 
blood. Altar and Sacrifice are inseparable! The inner essence 
of this Altar found its full expression in the Cross upon which 
our Lord offered Himself a Sacrifice for the sin of man. Freely 
Christ entered upon, and fulfilled His great redemptive mis¬ 
sion. “Then said I, Lo, I am come to do Thy will, O God,” more 
forcibly expressed in the word: “I delight to do Thy will, O my 
God.”—“My meat is to do the will of Him that sent me, and to 
finish His work.”—He, the Christ, found deepest and purest 
joy in doing the holy will of God. His own will, His entire 
being, was in beautiful and blessed accord with the will of His 
Father. His obedient consecration was not in word and action 
only, but in thought, feeling, and volition—a complete, perfect 
sacrifice. 

Only in full recognition of the character of this holy sacri¬ 
fice of our Lord can we rightly evaluate the exhortation of Paul, 
“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable service.” The bodies of Chris¬ 
tians are “members of Christ,” consecrated to God, and to be 
devoted to His service; and not in heart only, but in actual life! 
of which the body is the agent, we are to offer ourselves after 
the example of Christ—a consecration of the entire contents of 
man, thought, feeling and volition. Such is the meaning of 
the Scriptural concept of “On the Altar.”

In the discussions of the 
various themes that were 
brought up in the Sermon 
on the Mount, the Lord 
Jesus also gave His disciples 
a very practical lesson on 
the closet prayer.

Our library is also collecting a fine 
selection of mission books. 


We are happy to see each of the various prayer groups eagerly con¬ 
structing a map of the continent for which it is praying. We will thus be able 
to see to what extent the fields are covered by mission stations, and above all, 
the great unfinished task. We pray that this will cause a humbling in our midst 
and more fervent prayer for the lost. 


Friday evenings, the student body customarily gathers for a time of 
fellowship. Here the students find opportunity to express themselves in prayer, 
testimony, song and message. Whenever possible we have missionary speakers. 
When such are not available, the students take charge. Many of our students 
have been engaged in full-time Gospel service. Their experiences are varied. 
The Lord has blessed us greatly, as we have shared each other’s blessings. 


It is our prayer that many of our students will take the glorious Gospel 
to those who have not yet heard it. We were all deeply touched when one of our 
visiting missionaries told of an Indian chief who had pleaded for the Gospel. The 
number of heathen, for whose evanglization our Conference has accepted 
the responsibility, has recently been increased to six million. To do this work 
adequately, we need at least another one hundred and fifty volunteers, besides 
the fifty (approximately) who are already on the fields. Who will volunteer 
to make up the hedge and stand in this gap before the Lord? Will we let these 
millions die without Christ? Does God call so few from among our own people 
to go to foreign fields? Or have we never asked with Paul, “Lord, what wilt 
Thou have me to do?”

When we think of home, we recall those informal family gatherings 
in the living room. There are perhaps a cozy chesterfield, a table with the 
lamp, a Bible, and a few books scattered around. On the walls are the over¬ 
studied pictures and oft repeated Scripture verses from which we have so often 
derived comfort.

The dormitory has served us all at one time or another as a first-aid 
outpost affording relief in all emergencies, at times of starvation, fatigue, or 
during other distressive ailments. It is here where we have some invaluable 
times of fellowship through testimony, relating of experiences, and sing-songs. 
Casual group discussions on various practical problems have often proved of 
great help to those needing it. 

We are thankful for this haven and for the sisters whom the Lord has 
made willing to serve us here and make this place so acceptable. It is indeed 
the place nearest to home while we are away from home. It has been an 
important factor in uniting us more in spirit through better acquaintance. It 
will not be an easy parting and for some it will mean no return since God has 
called them elsewhere. In view of all this God’s Word asks us to forsake all 
and follow Him. According to Heb. 12:13, 14, we are called to go without the 
camp, bearing His reproach for we have no continuing city here but must seek 
the one to come.

7. During spare periods John 
retreats into the quiet of the 
Library to digest what was heard 
in the last class and to prepare 
for the next. 

8. Dinner at 12.15. Does that 
mean anything to you? 

9. No classes after dinner. Soft 
life? How would you like to 
paint walls and ceilings all after¬ 
noon? That is what John does. 

10. Supper at six provides for 
a time of relaxation when the im¬ 
pressions of the day are reviewed 
and expressed. 

11. Now the real grind begins. 
Here is the reason why so many 
never return for a second year. 

12. “Quiet hour” in the pres¬ 
ence of the Lord. 
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The educational program of our College is not the result of blind 
groping, nor of arbitrary decision. It has been determined in part by present- 
day educational standards, in part by the great variety of interests, ambitions 
and needs of our young people, and in part by the demands of the constantly 
expanding missionary and educational program of our conference. 

We are definitely challenged to “enlarge the place of thy tent . . ., to 
lengthen thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes.” Many of our Christian young 
people are willing to accept this challenge. That brings us under a sacred 
obligation to provide them with the opportunity for an adequate preparation 
that will be both, general and specific enough to meet the challenge. 

The various departments represented on our curriculum: Old Testa¬ 
ment, New Testament, Systematic Theology, Practical Theology, Historical 
Theology, Religious Education, Missions, Music, Greek and Modern Languages, 
are designed to give the student the opportunity of a well-balanced and yet 
specialized training for his respective field of service. 

Following a careful analysis and consideration of the various deter¬ 
mining factors, the Board of Education has authorized the faculty to offer the 
courses of instruction listed below: 


1. The Theological Degree Course.— 

This course is designed for those 
who wish to major in theology and 
practical work as ministers of the 
Gospel. The Degree of Bachelor of 
Theology will he conferred upon 
those who meet the requirements 
of a three years’ theological course 
based upon two years of college 
work. 


2. The Graduate of Theology Course.— 

This course is designed especial¬ 
ly for students who have not, and 
cannot secure, adequate college 
training. The entrance require¬ 
ments for all students working for 
the Degree of Graduate of The¬ 
ology is three years of high school 
training or its equivalent. The 
course of study is similar to the 
Theological Degree Course. 


3. The Religious Education Course.— 

The Degree of Bachelor of Re¬ 
ligious Education represents the 
successful completion of a three 
years’ course based upon one year 
of College work (Grade XII). The 
course is designed for those who 
seek special training in the field 
of religious education, missionary 
service, or local church leadership. 


4. The Missionary Course.— 

The Missionary Course has as its 
aim specialized training for men 
and women for work in foreign 
lands. The time normally requir¬ 
ed to cover this course is four 
years of thirty-six weeks each. 
Special linguistic and medical 
subjects are included in this 
course. Students will be advised 
to take their linguistic work in 
one of the linguistic schools. The 
medical instruction will be given 
at the College by thoroughly 
qualified Christian doctors of high 
professional standing. 


5. The Sacred-Music Course.— 

Music is given a large place in 
the College curriculum. The in¬ 
struction offered meets the ad¬ 
vanced music standards of recent 
years. Intensive study is required 
in the field of Bible, Music Theory, 
and Applied Music. A diploma 
will be awarded upon the success¬ 
ful completion of the three-year 
course. 

The course provides opportunity 
for students to prepare adequately 
for the ministry of music in the 
churches as song directors, choir 
leaders, directors of musical bands 
and orchestras.
